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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by 
another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1 , 7-16, 20, 22-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 

anticipated by Boute '016. 

Boute teaches it is desirable to use the onset of fusion as the dynamic upper limit of the 
range of AV esc used by the pacemaker. Fig. 3B shows a simplified flow diagram of 
steps taken corresponding to block 422 which includes a search, or scan in order to 
move AVesc toward the value corresponding to fusion. Further, "if successive ventricular 
stimulus pulses are delivered with AV delays which successively increase toward the 
intrinsic AV interval, a change in the T-wave morphology and, specifically, a decrease in 
the T-wave amplitude, can be observed as the AV interval approaches a value that 
produces fusion beats." See col. 3, lines 1-34. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 33-42 are allowed. 

Claims 2-6, 17-19, 21 and 32 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bradley '950 teaches avoiding fusion beats.
